W EREAS, by the Practice which hath obtained for ſome Years paſt, 
Eight Gazettes muſt have been publiſhed after the iſſuing a Commiſſion of 
\ Bankrupt before any other Perſon than the Attorney who ſued out ſuch Com- 
miſſion can procure the ſame to be ſuperſeded, for Want of Proſecution: AND 
WHEREAS the Time ſo allowed for proſecuting ſuch Commiſſions as are to 
be executed in the City of London is found to be unneceſſarily long, and the 
Preference which the Attorney ſuing out ſuch Commiſſion obtains in ſuper- 
ſeding the ſame for Want of Proſecution, and conſequently in ſuing out another 
Commiſſion upon the Petition of ſome other Creditor, immediately after ſuch 
Superſedeas, hath been likewiſe ſound to be prejudicial to the due Courſe of 
Proceeding in the ſuing out and proſecuting Commiſhons of Bankrupt : I DO 
THEREFORE ORDER, that any Commiſſion of Bankrupt which ſhall be 
ſued out from and after the TWENTY-SIXTH DAY OF JUNE INSTANT, 78 5 
and to be executed i in the City of London, ſhall be ſuperſedeable (for Want ot - 
Proſecution) AT THE EXPIRATION OF FOURTEEN DAYS, AND 
85 NOT SOONER, AFTER THE DATE THEREOF ; and that any Com- 
mission of Bankrupt which ſhall be ſued out from and after the aid TWENTY- 
SIXTH DAY OF JUNE INSTANT, and not to be executed i in the City of - - © 
London, ſhall be ſuperſedeable for Want of Proſecution at the Expiration of 
1 wenty-Eight Days, and not ſooner, after the Date thereof. AND I DO <Q 
FURTHER ORDER, that One Day ſhall elapſe after che Expiration of the 
laid FOURTEEN or TW ENTY- EIGHT DAYS before any Order ſhall be 
made for ſuch Supe) ſedeas, and that the Application which ſhall in the Courſe. 
of THAT DAY be firſt made by any OTHER ATTORNEY OR SOLICI- 
TOR THAN THE ATTORNEY OR SOLICITOR at whoſe Inſtance the 
ſuperſedeable Commission was ISSUED, for a Superſedeas of ſuch Commission, 
and for a new commission to be iſſued, ſhall be PREFERRED to an Application . 
for the ſame Purpoſes by the ATTORNEY OR SOLICITOR who ſued out 


ſuch ſuperſedeable Commission. 
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
